and instructive.paper on Fruit Culture,” he rey] 
marked: that “Mr, Russell Wallace; . wha: 
-should-be regarded as. an- authority, said that 
eating “Durian” was a, sensation worth’ a: 
voyage’to the East, If, therefore, the fruit 
could bs eaten In England without the nc: 
cessity of a long voyage it should be worth.a 
great price.” Now, in the: early--days 1856; 
I accompanied, my . friend, colleague, and, 
Archdeacon, the Rev. Walter Chambers,. to 
pay my first visl to.Sir James Brooke (Rajah’ 
of Sarawak), in whose compaoy I found the 
famous naturalist (Darwin's colleague. and 
friend), Mr. Alfred, Russell. Wallace, He might 
have eaten bis first “durian” when he was in 
the Celebes. collecting information ‘about the 
Bird of Paradise; and if he really: cared for 
the fruit he had; plenty of them in Sarawak, 
which was a durian-Jand, Mr. MacMillan has 
given us Wallace's opinion of the. “durian”; 
and now { would \like to produce the observa. 
tion of a Bishop who had once been the De- 
monstrator of Anatomy of King’s College, Lon- 
don, On his arrival at Singapore, after a.voyage 
round the Cape lasting five months, he ate 
or rather tried to eat—this malodorous “but 
famed fruit of the Straits" and his description 
of it was that it ‘tastes like a mixture of rotten 
eggs, Sugar, and onions: I can only say that 
it smells detestable, for | have never tasted it.” 
My time for tasting it came some time after I 
had met Mr. Wallace, and when 1 did this 1 
had to hold my nose tight, as the ‘smell was 
execrable and J pronounced it a most sicken- 
ing fruit. The appearance of it was very good, 
but its smell was most objectionable, The 
taste of the pala yellow pulp which covered the 
seeds resembling chestnuls, and which is the 
esteemed. part of the fruit, was like excellent | 
thick custard. 

Once upon‘a time at Pulo- stingi (high island) 
a large number of Orang Laut (literally men of 
the sea, or sea-people), ‘sea-gypsies, gathered 
themselves together.there.. The cause was 4 
large crop of “durians;" and six large boateful 
of Mora islanders had travelled by sea a “dis- 
tance of 189 miles," to partake of this fascinat- 
ing fruit. : 

H.E, the Governor [of Ceylon] made an ob- 
servation on the “durian” which was very ap- 
posite and impartial; he thought “it was a 
providence ‘of nature not to extend too much 
the production of “durian.” The flavour of it 
was such, as was remarked by Mr. MacMilan, 
that it was worth a voyage to the East to try 
the fruit, but my experience would apply that 
to the “first part of the. voyage.”

Tuesday, April 4th, we were 
startled by a violent rocking, followed by stones 
falling and.showers of dust and cement. N 
——got out of the bed-room window,, which fell 
outwards into the verandah, but not secing me 
tushed in again, This saved her life, for the 
verandah fell flat the instant after. [ was 
pinned down by the ?dris, and she sat:on the 
adge of the bed calling me, ‘stones falling all 
the time, , What saved us was the iron rails 
that support the roof of the bed-house, through 
the corner of which we escaped, our servants, 
good fellows, rushing in and pulling us out. 
The house is a ruin, tumbled in like a-pack of 


cards, and every house ia the station flat as a |. 


-pancake, ‘The tale of dead is terrible. That 
afternoon I read the Burial Service over tt 
Europeans put into hastily-made graves, 
wrapped in their bed-clothes~our colonel’s 
wife andtwo daughters, the wife of Holder. 
ness, a subaltern ust come out, bandmaster’s 
wife and diughter, some children from the 
civil lines, Captain Clay, of the 7th Curkhas, 
and my dear old friend Captain Muscroft, who 
had only come up the night before. We.bave 
lost 75 men in the 2nd Battalion, 18t Gurkhas, 
and the 7h some 250, The whole valley isa 
scene of devastation and death, We have been 
digging out corpses for days, and can go‘on no 
more. Thank God, however, we escaped and

in a state of nerves, and (cel, or think we feel, 
shozks every hour. Weand some ofthe officers, 
are camped out on my lawn,, and my Gurkhas

Any one who can rest satisfied with the 
position of the cotton industry.in presence of 
the evidence cited in the second report of 
the Tarif Commission must, have the faculty 
of self-deception developed to a very remark. 


Jable, though not enviable, degrde, The Red 


Book issued by the Commission appointed 


-for the purpose of examining the’ fiscal pro- 


posals which Mr, Chamberlain has submitted 
to the country, : isa masterly statement of 
facts and. coriclusions, and however much 
Cobdenites may~ wriggle, they cannot get 
away [ron the plain figures which reveal the 
present position of the British cottor indus- 
try, A quarter of a century ago our annual 
consumption of cotton exceeded that of the 
Contiient by upwards of two million cwts., 


and that of the United States by over five. 


million cwts., Whereas in the period 1901-4 
the annual consumption in the United King- 
dom was less than that of the Continent by 
over'cight million cwts. and of. the United 
States by close upon’ three million’ cwts. 
The per cehtage’ taken by the United’ 
Kingdom has thus fallen some 16.90 
points, while the per centage taken by. 
the Continent has increased by 5.36 points, 
and by the United States 11.04 points. 
Looking’ more closely, morcover, at the 
figures for the last few years, it is seen 
that we are apprdaching. a state of stagna- 


tion, while there: does not seem to be scarce: 


ly any interruption to the’ rapid advance of 
the Continent and the United States, which 
are both outstripping us in the race of com- 
petition. ‘There appears to be some. differ- 
ence of opinion in the industry as tothe 
significance of the foregoing figures. On 
the one hand, it is said-that the relative de- 
cline of the British consumption of colton is 
due to the tendency to spin finer counts of 
yarn, while on the other hand, it is main- 
tained that the relative proportions of fine, 
medium and coarse counts have not so 
materially altered during recent years as 
to explain the decline of the British 
consumption of catton. Competition 
is increasing in all neutral markets, and of 
those one of the most important is China 
where our keenest competitor is the United 
States, whose, trade with that country, owing 
to cheaper: freights, ‘has ‘increased with 
great rapidity, arid at the present rate will 
soon exceed that of Great Britain, Manu- 
facturers do not complain of the exceedingly 
severe competition, and declare that the fight 
is a fair one because all nations are ‘on an 
equal footing ; and (hey realise that if once 
the country is fully opened: by railways, the 
business would continue to expand enorm- 
ously and China: would be even of more. 
importance. to the maintenance of the: 
colton industry than it is at present. But 
turning to another, and mare important, 
phase of the question, we find that the Re- 
port exhibits very clearly: the part which 
tariffs play in helping our rivals to compete 
successfully against-us, . ‘The competition of 
foreign countries has hitherto been’ only 
slightly felt in the British home trade, except 
in regard t@ certain classes of finished 
goods; but there is no getting away from. 
the fact that the protected manufacturer has 
his own market secured to him, and being 
able to manufacture and sell more cheaply, 
hie can well afford to accept very narrow 
profits, or none at all. The'high tariffs.of 
foreign countries have restricted the export 
trade of the United Kingdom by excluding 


British products from markets formerly Sup 


plied by us, but, now supplied by various 
native industries. The home trade of the pro- 
tected manufacturer is gale and remunera- 
tive, and it is only a matter of time for him 
to be able to capture even more trade of his 
British competitors and drive them out of 
the field.

THE NEW TRADE IN OCD RUDDER, 

More than $2,002,000 pounds of India rubber, 
valued at over $30,000,009, gold, were imported 
into the United States last year, This shows 
n steady increase for every year since 1862, 
the earliest date at which it was separately 
shown ‘in the imports statements, when ‘the 
Amount was 2,125,56( pounds, This. very rapid 
growth in the importation of crude India rub. 
ber is of course due fo the great increase in ils 
use in manufacturing, as over $100,090,co0 
worili of manufactures from India rubber are 
now turned out from the factories of the coun 
lry every year, about half of this total’ being in 
the form of ‘boots and shoes, So great has 
the demand for India rubber become that the 
forests of the East Indies are now, annually 
called upon for severn) million pounds of a new 
aubstitate for guila-perchd, known as “gutta 
joolatong,” while at (he same time ‘all ecuntries: 
are sansacked for cast-off inbber, manufactures 
from which the rubber is “reclaimed” and re- 
used in conjunction with the new rubber, from 
the forests of Brazil, Aftica, and the Kast Indies.

One army is 
preparing 10 descend from the noth while 
another is ipproaching from the south, 

The first army is under'command «f General 
Hasegaws, St has effected a landing at 
Alexandrovski, about 800 miles north of Viadi+ 
vostak, the operations being participated in by: 
several destroyers and other light vessels under 
the command of Admiral Kataoka, : 

Some resistance was encountered but the 
Russians were not in:force and were compelled 
to retire with slight losses, ‘They burned part 
of the town before retreating. 

‘This army, it is anticipated, plans to ‘ascend 
the Amur river, going up as far as Khabarovsk, 
about 460 miles north. of Viadivostok, where 
the Amur is joined by the Ussuri and a short 
distance nearer its source by the Sungari.

“It is by no means generally aon ‘that the 
far-famed volcano, so familiar to every visitor 
to tha Bay of Naples, has a'“ guardian,” 
specially appointed by the Italian Goverament, 
in the person of Professor Luigi Mateucet. 
That chis well-known scientist's services are of 
vital importance will be realised on reflecting 
how- uncomfortable it, is, to say the least, to 
have a four-thousand-foot burning mountain in 
the very centre of a teeming population anda 
tich and fertile province: 

Very faw.of the ordi ary tourists who ascend 
to the Crater of Vesuvius by the Funicu lar 
Railway meet the Professor, He lives in the 
Observatory, all among the deep ashes and 
cinders, about a thousand feet below the place 
where the recking’ sulphur clouds sweep: up 
from the-dread depths. 

Professor Mateucci is just now very’ much in 
evidence, owing to the new international move- 
ment for the digging out, of Herculaneum, 
which expert arch:cologists say will yield much | - 
vicher finds” than Pompeii in the way of 


{ bronaes, statuary, mosaics, implements, etc,. 


“Hesculaneum,” Professor Mateucci pointed 
out'to the present wriler, “was buried much 
‘deeperthan Pompeii by the efflux of ashes and 
scori: from the volcano; and J am certain the 
city. will be found’ in amazingly perfect pre- 
servation, You must remember, too, that 
Herculaneum was a much more popular resort 
with the Roman aristoctacy than. her sister 
city.” 


It can hardly be said that Professor Mateucci 
teads the “Simple Life.” Considering the 


‘piuddle in the midst of which he works, at pre- 


sent, one can forgive his inattention ‘to letters, 
aod that Apparent heedlessness and lack ‘af 
business. instinct so characteristic of alll 
Neapolitans. 


“Ons morning, ignoring” the hatte Funicular 
Railway, I walked up Vesuvius, ‘and was very, 
graciously received by its “Guardian.” “Just 
now,” the Professor said, “the Observatory i is 
ina very dilapidated sate. The Government 
has only graoted twenty thousand francs for 
repairs, and even this sum has not yet been 
paid, so my masons and carpenters are practi- 
cally ata standstill,"" 

The rooms were indeed tertibly disarranged 
and confased, There were no cabinets or 
shelves to. hold the volcanic specimens that 
make up Professor Mateucci’s Museum, and so 
these, on the occasion of. my visit, wrapped in 
paper, littered the chairs and tables. | Evident- 
ly it would be a long time before things were 
got straight, 

{ notice that the Professor has had a wooden 
partition made in one corner of the Observa- 
tory's biggest room, and this. has to serve him 
as n bed-chamber, . 
‘ "Being a bachelor," he told me smilingly, 
“of course 1 can put Up with almost anything 
in the way of primitive conditions and uncom: 
fortable surroundings. I must Say, however, 
my work is a litle. hindered by all this 
muddle.” And therewith, the Professor pro- 
duced from a corner the albums in which he 
keeps the very striking photographs he takes 
recording te various eruptions.

Editor of London Standard and is worthy of 
attention -— 

_ Sin —No stone should be left unturned in 
fighting both hydrophobia and plague in India. 
I was, therefare, sorry lo find that the remedy 
proposed in the Rev, H. Lorbeor’s letter, which 
] read yesterday a1 the. meeting of the East 
India Association, should have provoked de: 
Tisive ter. The following is an extract 
from‘ 
appeared in the Allababad Pioneer: in the 
year 1892 :~"I_ wish to give tothe public the 
benefit of my experience during ‘the last 15 
‘years; Aa soon as possible after, the bite, wash 
the wound well’ with Engtith vinegar (malt 
viriegar) or, with caustic, Give to the person 
bitten, internally, by the mouth, two. times 
daily, malt vinegar to drink (} ounce vinegar 
to 1 ounce water), continue tp do so daily 
for two weeks, and the patient will be out 
of danger. I have saved many lives by 
this simple treatment; but have not tried: it 
in cases where symptoms of hydrophobia 
were ‘already. ‘visible; but in such cases: also, 
the Pasteur system seems to fail: Among the 
patients cured by vinegar were four persons 
bitten ‘in the night by.a mad jackal; all 
recovered | . One boy was fearfully bitten by a 


mad dog, After t§ days! treatment with | 


vinegar he was cured. All the other people 
bitten by the same mad dog; and not treated 
with vinegar, died of hydrophobia within 55 
days.” Mr, Lorbeer isa well-known German 
missionary at Gharipar: and it would be 
interesting to know ifhe still pigs his faith on 
the vinegar cura for hydrophobia. Vinegar is 
a dilute form of acetic acid ; and | believe that 
strong acetic acid would prove ta he a valuable 
agent in fighting the campaign against hydro- 
phobia and plague in India, Now, in the 
destructive distillation of seaweed and of peat, 
acetate of time is produced as one of the by- 
products, from which acetic acid’ could be

' A curious and intetetting sketch of the Rus- 
sian Commander-in-Chief in Manchuria, from 
the pon of "S,5," who is described an “One 
Who Koows Him," appeared in the Daily Mail’ 
of June 9 | His estimate of “ Papa Linevitch.”

amazing speech to them, giving them leense

When the Summer Palace’ was occupied, 
General Linevitch ard the superintendent of 
_ the Russian Fed Cross, Society (specially de- 
puted by the Czar’ siripped it of practically 
everything worth takiny, and. shortly softer 
Linevitch complained to everybody that he 
feared he was n ruined man, because there was 
some talk of levying Customs duties in Port 
Arthur on the loot he had shipped! This he 
complained, if exacted, would amount to so 


immense a stim that he woul be hopelessly 
bankrupt. 

General Linevitch was not in any way per- 
gonally concerned, in the strained relations 
which arose between Russian and Great 
Britain: over the Tientsin Railway Station. 
This tr ‘uble really originated in land grabbing 
and claim-jumping operations ia which: the 
Russian milicary agent had a pecuniary ins 
terest. Linevitch is anything but a young 
man. He is, indeed, nearly seventy years of 
a3e, Kure patkin being his junior by.ten years. 


i» Hoe began his soldier's life in the Crimean 


War, and was conspicuous by: his services in 
the -Tarkish War twenty years later, Once 
. during that campaign he distinguished himself
